Carter warns Congress of excess spending veto 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- President 
Carter warned Congress today he might 
veto what he considers billions of dollars 
in excess spending if lawmakers con­ 
tinue adding funds for farm subsidies, 
water projects and impacted school dis­ 
tricts. 
I will work day and night to work out 
these potential threats to harmony.” he 
said in carefully worded criticism of the 
Democratic Congress during a nationally 


televised news conference 
‘ But I have to reserve the right to say 
no ” 
In the wide-ranging discussion with 
reporters, the President also: 
Defended his controversial firing of 
Army Maj Gen. John Singlaub from his 
post in South Korea for what Carter 
termed 
“a very serious breach” of 
military propriety. 
Said he assumes Israel will finally 


concede to giving up at least part of the 
West Bank of the Jordan River to 
achieve a strong peace between Arab 
and Jew. 
Stressed he will continue to speak 
out on international issues despite the 
Russian rejection of his initial strategic 
arms offer, which was well publicized 
ahead of time, and the election of a hard­ 
line Israeli government opposed to giv­ 
ing up territory to the Palestinians 


In an opening statement, the President 
first praised Congress for its cooperation 
with his programs this year. 
But in threatening possible vetoes of 
the three programs dear to many con­ 
gressional hearts, he said he is commit­ 
ted to balancing the federal budget and 
bringing down unemployment. 
He indicated Congress may spend 
‘‘$3 5 billion more than I have ad­ 
vocated” on controversial w ater

projects throughout the country, and 
warned that the Senate might approve 
unacceptably high price supports for 
farm products. 
He also noted that lawmakers were 
balking at cutbacks in federal aid to 
school districts with high concentrations 
of children from military and federal 
employe families — “ a program every 
president since Eisenhower” has tried to 
reduce 
Singlaub. who was fired as chief of 
staff of U.S forces in Korea by Carter 
last week, told a House committee 
Wednesday that he still felt withdrawal 
of all American troops in South Korea 
within five years might lead to another 


Korean War 
Carter said he did not punish or fire 
Singlaub. but called earlier statements 
by the general in a newspaper interview 
a very serious breach of the propiety 
that ought to exist among military of­ 
ficials after a decision has been 
reached ” 
Furthermore, Carter said, the state­ 
ment was a message to communist 
North Korea that South Korea was in­ 
capable of defending itself 
The President, who has met with a 
series of Arab and Israeli leaders at the 
White House and in Europe, said the 
United States has no intention of forcing 
its will in the Middle East 
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No 34 Korea hints 
it may seek 
nuclear arms 


SEOUL. South Korea <UPI> - Top 
South Korean officials today hinted they 
may push for nuclear weapons to com­ 
pensate for the planned withdrawal of 
33,000 U S ground troops 
Gen George Brown, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, and Philip C Habib, 
undersecretary of state for political af­ 
fairs. ended their official business in 
South Korea today with their second 
meeting with President Park Chung-hee 
in two days 
They will hold an airport news con­ 
ference Friday before returning to the 
United States 
While Park emphasized again that 
definite measures must be taken to en­ 
sure peace on the Korean Peninsula 
before the troops are withdrawn, one of 
his top aides hinted that South Korea 
may have to push nuclear arms develop­ 
ment if I S tactical nuclear weapons 
are removed from the country Pullout 
should be handled carefully because a 
danger of war still exists in Korea 
‘ The president noted that the United 
States reconfirmed its defense commit­ 
ment to South Korea and stressed once 
again that 
compensatory measures 
related to the planned withdrawal must 
be taken prior to the pullout." the 
spokesman said 
In the first meeting Wednesday with 
Habib md Brown. Park said such com­ 
pensatory measures should include the 
maintenance of deterrents to war. as- 


surance ot peace, and U S assistance in 
upgrading South K Tea's defense 
capabilities 
His specific reference to deterrents to 
war gave rise to speculation that South 
Korea wanted U.S 
tactical nuclear 
weapons to remain 
Earlier today. Habib and Brown held 
meetings with Foreign Minister Park 
Tong-jin and Defense Minister Suh 
Jvong-chul to discuss detailed political, 
diplomatic and military aspects of the 
troop pullout plan 
One of Park’s top aides who took part 
in the two-day talks dropped a strong 
hint that South Korea may have to push 
the development of its own nuclear 
weapons if the United States removes 
tactical nuclear arms now stationed in 
his country 


Asked about the government's nuclear 
weapons policy by newsmen, the official 
said, ‘ as a matter of principle we should 
have the freedom to take necessary ac­ 
tions within our ability to ensure our own 
survival 


‘‘As to the question of nuclear weapons 
development " he said, "we would con­ 
sider the matter on this basis " He did 
not elaborate 


South Korea is a signatory to the 
nuclear non-proliferation pact and 
government 
officials repeatedly said 
there was no plan to develop nuclear 
arms 
Council support urged 
for good design' move

Vacate' order filed on building 
bond studied

The City of Lompoc has given LeRov 
Scolari until 10 a m F riday to vacate an 
unfinished building at 403 North G St . or 
face the cutoff of electricity and a law­ 
suit 
Scolari could not be reached for com­ 
ment today. 


City Attv 
Alan Davidson was away 
from his desk and out of the city, but he 
said through Community Development 
Director Jack Lam that he would file a 
lawsuit as soon as he returned if Scolari 
does not comply with an order to vacate 
the building 


A letter setting forth the order was 
given Scolari on or about May 19, ac­ 
cording to Bill Cruse city building in­ 
spector 
Lam said Scolari ‘‘must vacate the 


building and make arrangements for the 
installation of public improvements and 
final inspections 
Lam said Scolari had permitted a te­ 
nant to occupy the one-story block wall 
structure on the northwest corner of the 
Laurel Avenue and G Street intersection, 
before final inspections and before the 
c ity had issued an occupancy permit 
Lam said Scolari was given a con­ 
ditional electrical inspection in order to 
test the electrical system in the building, 
but only for that purpose 


An auto part'- store has occupied the 
building since about May 16 


Lam said there are still questions of 
public improvements such as sidewalks 
arid street trees and final electrical and 
plumbing inspections that must be con­ 
ducted before the building can be oc­ 
cupied 


Split' signatures total 10,000

All of the signatures, as required by 
law. have come from the fourth and fifth 
supervisorial districts, which tall within 
boundaries designated by the Los Padres 
County Committee the spokesman said 
The spokesman was not identified

need 
11 298 
valid 
signatures to qualify the question for an 
election Tentative deadline for securing 
the signatures is June 9. according to 
Santa Barbara County officials I he law 


gives split proponents six months to 
collect signatures from the time the first 
signature is obtained 
It is popularly 
thought that the circulation began on 
Dec 10 or 11. but a county official said 
the determination of the exact date 
would await submission of the petitions 
and verification of the earliest date 
available 


That determination could come on or 
about June 9 or it could be delayed for 60 
days The proponents have that much 
time after the circulation ends in which 
to submit the petitions for verification of 
sufficiency 


The city would be liable for injuries 
suffered by anyone using the unfinished 
building in the event of accident Lam 
said 
All this began on March 17 1959 when 
the city issued building permit No OB- 
1496 for construction of a three-unit 
apartment and car wash 
The project was abandoned shortly 
after construction began, according to 
building department records and on Dec 
14 I 960 the city canceled the building 
permit because the allotted time for con­ 
struction had expired 
There were a number of contacts 
between the city and Scolari in 1966 and 
1968 relative to proper maintenance of 
the property, but no positive resolution 
of the questions according to the city 
On Aug 
12. 1968, the city ordered 
Scolari to repair the building at 403 
North G St 
but he was given a 30-day 
extension and in the end, according to 
the city, nothing was done to resolve any 
of the questions 
On June 11. 1974 the fire department 
filed notice that the unfinished building 
at 403 North G St., had been declared a 
public nuisance and asked that action be 
taken to abate the nuisance 
On Feb 4. 1975, the city council gave 
Scolari 30 more days to submit plans for 
completion of the building On March 10 
1975, no plans had been submitted and 
Cruse recommended that action be taken 
“to advertise for bids to have the struc­ 
ture removed and the property cleaned 
of debris and junk.” 
Lam said Wednesday that he was un­ 
aware that a tenant had moved into the 
building until a couple of businessmen 
came and told him what had happened

“ No casualties have been reported.” 
Van Province governor Ahmet Tosun 
said 12 hours after the twin tremors 
Tehran’s Ettelaat newspaper said of­ 
ficials reported no casualties in the 
northern Iran border region 
Ettelaat said those two quakes and two 
others recorded today by Iranian 
seismologists in the city of Shiraz, in 
south-central Iran, caused damages and 
some injuries but no deaths

Russian airliner hijacked 
to Sweden with 22 aboard 


ARLANDA Sweden (U P I) — A Soviet 
citizen hijacked an Aeroflot twin engine 
AN24 airliner while on a domestic Soviet 
flight today and ordered it to land at 
Stockholm’s Arlanda Airport 
He was 
immediately taken into police custody. 
Swedish police identified the hijacker 
only as a Soviet citizen born in 1940 
Police said he carried no weapon 
The plane, which carried 18 passengers 
and a crew of four, was parked at a far 
corner of the airport 
A police spokeswoman said, “ It’s over 
now One person was taken into custody 
The other passengers are still in the 
plane We don’t know yet what will hap­ 
pen with the others ” 
Ake Ku rlah ag airport area supervisor 


said, “ There was no shooting at all” 
either on the plane or at the airport 
Police surrounded the plane — a 
Russian-made AN24 twin-engine turbo­ 
prop with a capacity for 44 passengers 


Authorities said they did not know ex­ 
actly where in the Soviet Union the plane 
had originated 


The airliner was first spotted over the 
island of Gotland in the Baltic Sea It 
radioed through another Soviet civilian 
airliner for permission to land at 
Arlanda, 28 miles north of Stockholm 
The hijacked plane was met by two 
Swedish air force planes and accom­ 
panied to the airport, where it landed at 5 
pm ( 9 a m P D T )

The property is located on the 
south side of Burton Mesa Blvd 
some 200 feet east of Constella­ 
tion Rd 


Planning D irector B ritt 
Johnson said that he felt if the 
commission ruled in favor of 
the car wash determination, it 
would weaken the planned com­ 
mercial district ordinance in 
the county and cause similar 
concessions to be made in the 
highway commercial and other 
commercial districts 


Alexander pointed out the car 
wash would be a convenience to 
persons living in hundreds of 
homes in Vandenberg Village 
who now have to drive five 
miles to the nearest car wash 
He said the projected self- 
service facility would in ac­ 
tuality be a water conservation 
project in that it would utilize 
only about seven gallons to 
wash a car. whereas teen-agers 
washing down family cars un­ 
doubtedly use much more 
water 


Alexander pleaded with the 
commission to grant the use. 
saying “ We’ve got a town dy­ 
ing on the vine It is loaded with 
empty fields and lots i 


But Carol Nash commission 
member from Vandenberg 
Village cautioned the commis­ 
sion to proceed with care She 
said granting the car wash un­ 
der the planned commercial or­ 
dinance could set a precedent 
leading to other commercial 
development that might not

Radom. of Santa Ynez Valley, 
introduced she matter saying 
he felt the Yager committee 
was an “ action committee" and 
for planning commissioners to 
serve on it would “ further 
polarize" the county 
Backing his views were other 
commission 
members from 
both South and North County 
areas, including Chairman 
Darw in Sainz. of Los Alamos, in 
the wake of the news that 
Yager 
an attorney from 
Montecito. had picked his two 
First District planning commis­ 
sion members Joan W ells and 
Suzanne Duca. along with Third 
District commission represen­ 
tative Charis Bratt. of Goleta, 
to the 20 members forming the 
committee's nucleus 


But the three women stoutly 
defended their right to serve on 
the committee on the basis it 
was a public service and 
claimed they would not have 
prejudicial views if and when 
such an ordinance came before 
the commission later in the 
year 


The debate finally fizzled out

his military colleagues agree 
the move may bring war 
Carter removed him as U S. 
chief of staff in Korea for say­ 
ing in a published interview the 
policy would invite attack 
Singlaub told a House Armed 
S e rv ic e s 
in ve s tig a tio n s 
subcommittee Wednesday he 
still believes what he said in an 
interview which cost him his 
job 
That he agreed with the 
‘‘unequivocable" belief of the 
South Koreans that when I S 
ground troops are withdrawn. 
"Kim Il-sung will attack " 


But he insisted he didn't want 
to undercut Carter's decision to 
puli out more than 40.(XX) U S 
troops from Korea over the 
next five years 


Wearing his two star uniform 
and nine rows of medals, 
Singlaub told the panel 
“ It is 
easier to say you will withdraw 
forces without endangering the 
security of South Korea than it 


is to execute it 
"Perhaps some good might 
come out of this in that I won t 
have to carry it out,” he added 
He told reporters later, “ It 
was not my intention to circum­ 
vent the chain of command and 
influence the foreign policy of 
the President 
I can assure 
you the Korea command ac­ 
cepts the decision of the 
national command authority I 
don't represent any effort to 
subvert that 
He added 
“ I do disagree 
with a Korean pullout 
Asked if a majority of U.S. 
military and civilian officials 
felt withdtawal would be a mis­ 
take and would lead to war, 
Singlaub said 
“ That is abso­ 
lutely correct 
Panel Chairm an Samuel 
Stratton, D-N Y 
noted that 
Gen 
John W 
Vessey Jr ., 
Singlaub s superior in Korea 
who also has publicly opposed 
the pullout in a U PI interview, 
might be called to testify later 
White House officials consid­ 
ered Singlaub's statements last 
week inflammatory The gener­ 
al was ordered to the White 
House for a talk with Carter. 


who afterwards ordered him 
removed from his post as the 
third ranking American officer 
in South Korea 
Carter also warned “ any 
potential aggressor in the 
Pa cific" 
the United States 
would stand by its defense com­ 
mitments and even if American 
troops are removed from South 
Korea in five years. U.S. air 
support will stay behind 
In his testimony, Singlaub 
said new intelligence studies 
show North Korea has quadru­ 
pled its tank force from 500 to 
2.000, added Chinese-built MiG- 


19 jet fighters and heavy troop 
transports, increased its ar­

Quake forecasting is shaky business 


LOS A N G E L E S (U PI) 
Predicting an earthquake today 
is like expecting the Wright 
brothers to know how to fly to 
the moon, a UCLA geophysicist 
said 
Dr 
David D 
Jackson, a 
professor and researcher at the 
university, 
said 
Wednesday 
there has been so much written 
about earthquake prediction 
that the public may feel scien­ 
tists are on the verge of some 
breakthrough 
But it could be another 10 
vears 
he warned, before 
researchers are able to predict 
tremors with enough precision 


that governments would risk 
evacuating populated areas. 
He compared current knowl­ 
edge in the field with knowl­ 
edge of aviation at the turn of 
the century 
Jackson said there are many 
"enthusiastic 
experiments' 
being conducted, but little 
proven theory 
The scientist said he is 
currently involved in several 
experiments 
including 
one 
near Lake Hughes along the San 
Andreas fault in the northeast 
portion of Los Angeles County, 
in which he monitors electrical 
changes in the earth 


He 
uses e le c tr ic ity to 
“ charge" the fault, he ex­ 
plained. then monitors fluctua­ 
tions in the earth s electric 
current to see if the changes 
foretell quakes 


The major problem in the ex­ 
periment, he noted, was dis­ 
tinguishing normal variations 
in the earth's behavior from 
specific signals that could 
predict a temblor 


“ For 
example, 
electrical 
resistivity changes when it 
rains and the rising sun' has a 
major effect on the magnetic 
field." he said 


NEW YO RK (U PI) — A 28- 
year-old daredevil today scaled 
the sheer face of New York s 
tallest “ mountain," 
the 110- 
story 
World Trade Center, 
thrilling thousands in Manhat­ 
tan's usually workaday finan­ 
cial district 
The crowd broke into loud 
war hoops as he cleared the top 
of the world’s second tallest 
building 
"He's up there He’S on top 
and he’s safe," shouted one 
man in the street, as cars, 
buses and rescue vehicles 
blared their horns 
The climber, 
identified as 
George Willig of New York, 
pulled himself over th e e d g e of 
the building s roof and was im­ 
mediately arrested by waiting 
police 
A police helicopter, which 
had been hovering near the twin 
tow ers, flew around the 
buildings as if in salute 
At one point on his 3-hour, 35- 
mmute climb Willig spurned a 
police offer to transfer from the 
perilous northeast facade of the 
south tower into a rescue 
bucket lowered from the roof 
He told authorities he felt safer 
making it to the top on his own. 
rather than risking a “ tricky 
transfer 
Willig's climb came nearly 
two years after another darede­ 
vil, Philippe Petit, walked a 
tightrope spanning the 131-foot 
distance between the twin 
towers of the trade center in 
another early morning es­ 
capade 
Petit, who was arrested and 
sentenced to give a free perfor­ 


mance of his aerialist skills in 
Central Park, later landed a job 
with the Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum and Bailey Circus, and 
spectators at today s event 
hoped Willig would meet a 
similar fate 
He'll probably get the same 
as Philippe 
one man said 
As W dlig reached the parapet 
of the building, police opened a 
small hatchway near the roof 
but the daredevil, who police 
said “ climbs mountains as a 
hobby,” at first refused their 
help. 
Working his right leg over the 
edge of the hatchway, he turned 
and waved his right arm at the 
cheering crowds 
1,350 feet 
below Then he thrust both legs 
inside the building and raised 
both arms in victory 
The world's tallest building. 
Sear s Tower in Chicago is only 
three feet higher than the Trade 
Center 
During his perilous climb 
Willig stopped often to surve ■ 
his lofty perch and chat with 
policem en who had been 
lowered in the rescue bucket 
At one point he paused to 
munch on a sandwich he took 
from a bright orange knapsack 
strapped to his back 
He’s using -ome kind of a 
device that hooks into the 
window-washing tracks, 
a 
police spokesman at the scene 
said “ He has a rope with him 
and he works this device like a 
mountain climber going up a 
little at a time " 
Earlier, police inflated a 
large airbag at the corner of the 
building below the climber

ing oil drilling in sea lanes will 
be published in the next few 
weeks by the Army Corps of 
Kngineers despite warnings 
from California Secretary for 
Resources Claire Dedruk that 
offshore oil rigs and explorato 
ry vessels pose a "threat to safe 
navigation and shipping 
The rules cover the Gulf of 
Santa Catalina, offshore from 
Los Angeles and Long Beach 
harbors, and will be printed in 
the Federal Register A corps 
spokesman in Washington said 
they would become binding 
after they 
are issued again 
later, 
‘‘possibly with some 
changes because of com merit 
from 
interested 
parties 
A 
first printing late last 
year 
drew several suggestions from 
the state and shipping interests 
who felt they were unaccepta­ 
ble. 
Sources say the objections 
have not been met 
Several 
oil 
companies are 
currently conducting probes in 
the southern part of the state 
under Coast Guard supervision 
even though shipping organiza­ 
tions pleaded such operations 
and the possible future use of 
drilling platforms would inter­ 
fere with safe navigation 
Shipping interests did not 
want to comment publielv on 


the matter in hopes of reaching 
a compromise with oil firms 
However, a government source 
said the main objections come 
from 
the Pacific Merchant 
Shipping AssiK’iation headquar­ 
tered in San Francisco. 
The association told the 
Coif» last vear it was par- 
ticularlv concerned about the 
gulf because it contains ap­ 
proaches to the Long Beach and 
Los Angeles areas which handle 
heavy shipping traffic.

Nixon reserved his strongest 
attack for his oldest enemy, the 
press A public figure who is sl­ 
andered, he said, 
"ought to 
come back and crack 'em right 
in the puss.” 
He lashed out at Carl Berns­ 
tein and Bob W o o d w ard , 
describing the Washington Post 
Watergate reporters as ‘‘trash 
and saying he had "nothing but 
utter contempt " for their book. 
"The Final Days " 
" I will never forgive them, 
never,” he said, declaring that 
his wife Pat suffered her stroke 
three days after she read the 
book 
Reiterating that he never in­ 


tentionally cheated on his in­ 
come taxes 
and did not con­ 
vert campaign contributions to 
his personal use, Nixon said 
"M ost of our audience proba­ 
bly think I ’m sitting here with a 
whole bundle of cash some 
place that people have paid me 
through the years I have noth­ 
ing but what I have earned ”

Confusing 


The County Water Agency 
directors, members of the 
board of supervisors wearing 
different 
hats, 
faced a 
peculiar problem this week 
upon the receipt of a report 
from a consultant. Consultants 
are used often in county 
government either for the 
reason that county staff does 
not have the time to decipher a 
problem or that more exper­ 
tise is required than county 
staff can provide. 


The agency sought a report 
on conjunctive water use and 
the consultant prepared such a 
report at a cost of $35.000. 


After the report was submit­ 
ted, the County Water Agency, 
according to reports, found 
that they could not decipher its 
meaning and further that the 
report failed to answer vital 
questions as to costs of 
producing more water by 
utilizing surface and ground 
water 
reservoirs due to 
funding constraints. 
The 
Agency engineer- 
manager explained that the 
consultant's 
report 
was a

highly technical one and that 
another report has been 
ordered to put the consultant’s 
r e p o r t 
in 
‘ ‘ l a y m a n ’s 
language.” 
In addition, the Agency feels 
that the unanswered questions 
by the first consultant must be 
considered and therefore they 
have forwarded the matter to 
a Special Committee on 
Conjunctive Use to determine 
whether or not to spend $65.000 
for another report to get the 
answers. 
This all sounds like the 
p r o v e r b ia l 
“ C atch 22“ 
scenario which it is. 
First, why didn’t the first 
consultant put his report in 
“ layman's language?” 
Second, why did the Agency 
order the first report knowing 
they wouldn't get the answers 
they wanted because they 
weren’t paying the consultant 
enough money? 
It appears that by the time 
they get the answers on con­ 
junctive water use, they are 
going to be knee deep in 
reports, assuming they ever 
get the answers.

Sweden's woes worsen 


It comes as some sort of mild shock to 
realize that spring is well gone and sum­ 
mer the traditional vacation time is 
almost at hand I was reminded of the 
lateness of the time by a note announcing 
the YM CA’s summer camp It recalls 
my own stay at a YMCA camp many 
vears ago 


STOCKHOLM - Strikes and the threat 
of strikes on a massive scale hang over 
an economy plagued by inflation and the 
peril of unemployment This is all very 
new to a nation that has so long boasted 
of a high standard of living closely 
paralleling that of the United States 
Last fall a coalition 
of three right-of- 
center parties, (’enter. 
Moderate and Liberal, 
defeated 
the Social 
Democrats who had 
dominated the govern­ 
ment alm ost con­ 
tinuously for 44 years 
The coalition had 
the bad luck to inherit 
double-digit 
inflation 
and high labor costs 
This made it difficult 
if not impossible to 
sell in world markets still suffering from 
recession 
For a country whose industry depends 
up to 50 per cent or more on exports it 
presented the new government with a 
painful dilemma 
Labor costs, plus 
fringe benefits, had risen by 45 per cent 
in two years beginning in 1974 Compare 
this with a rise of 11 per cent in West 
Germany 
The new government, faced with sales 
resistance in the economic slowdown, 
concluded it had no choice but to follow 
the poliev of the Social Democrats That 
was to subsidize industry in order to keep 
workers on the payroll and production up 
to past levels 
To have done otherwise would have 
meant substantial unemployment, in­ 
tolerable for a government that had just 
come into office bv a narrow margin 
But what to do with the output of plants 
continuing to produce at the old pace9 It 
was to be stored as inventory to be sold, 
once Sweden's customers began to 
revive 
As a result large stores of the high- 
grade products Swedish industry has 
long been proud of are held off the 
market 
with storage 
increasingly 
becoming a problem 
On the docks at the Port of Gothenburg 
are 15.000 Yolvos In America the Volvo 
is priced at $10,000, which puts it 
somewhat under a C adillac This makes 
for tough competition in the foreign-car 
field with low-cost Japanese cars at one 
end of the scale and deluxe Mercedes- 
Benz from Germany at the top of the 
high-cost spectrum 
Volvo has just 
merged with SAAB, the other Swedish 
car manufacturer to cut down overhead 
costs 
Wood pulp and paper have long been 
one of Sweden’s principal exports By 
one estimate, half the world’s total supp­ 
ly is now in inventory By previous op­ 
timistic estimates, building up unwanted 
inventory should have ended in 1976 It is

projected to continue through June 30 of 
this year 
At least a dozen times I have put the 
question of what will happen if there is 
no upturn Whether from in or out of the 
government the answer has been vague 
For the first time in this century 
Sweden has gone into the international 
money market to borrow at the rate of $2 
billion to $3 billion a year While this can 
continue for five or six years, the realists 
in the government know that domestic 
consumption must be cut down and the 
welfare states benefits substantially 
pared 
But this runs into an ancient political 
axiom Taking away what has once been 
given is extremely difficult and. as can­ 
did Swedes say in this dilemma, “ we 
have been spoiled, believing our 
prosperity would go up without pause ” 


The unemployment rate is put official­ 
ly at between 15 and 2 per cent This 
does not include those in training 
programs and on government work This 
is not, it should be added, abruptly im­ 
provised made-work but long-standing 
and carefully planned efforts for just 
such a contingency 
If these workers 
were included, the unemployment rate 
would probably be up to 4 per cent to 5 
per cent 
It is hardly surprising that the polls 
should reflect the plight of the new 
government The Social Democrats have 
moved up to 49 per cent At the same 
time the Communists, on whose support 
the Socialists have counted in the past, 
have split up into warring factions 
The coalition parties have dropped to 
46-plus per cent This would mean that if 
an election were held tomorrow instead 


of in 1979, at the end of the three-year 
tenure the Socialists should com** back 
with a clear majority

The Swedes are 
beginning to realize what the excesse ,,f 
welfare reform have meant The coali­ 
tion Prime Minister Thorbjorn Falldin. a 
sheep farmer from the far north is more 
nearly in the Swedish image than his 
predecessor Olof Palme a brilliant in­ 
tellectual from the upper class 
On the surface everything has the 
bright clean look of the prosperous 
Sweden I have known for so long But the

number and after basic training I was as­

for the duration 
Throughout college I was involved in 
newspaper production on campus and 
off. and upon graduation I went to work 
for a daily newspaper in Inglewood 
I was there for a total of thirteen 
years with a three-year time out in New­ 
port Beach between my 10th and 11th 
vear in Inglewood 
When the smog began to get to us in 
Inglewood. I sought cleaner air and 
found it 
and another newspaper job — 
in Santa Paula where I remained for 10 
vears until the newspaper was sold and 
the new owners preferred to cultivate 
their own personnel 
Then I came to 
Iximpoc 
Shortly after moving to Santa Paula, a 
secondary career began to bud I had 
been involved in church music as a 
soloist and choir member for several 
years, but someone thought that I 
showed talent toward choral conducting 
and offered me the opportunity to 
become a church music director 
At the time I left Ventura County.

possibly lost twenty-four of our citizens, 
how many more of our citizens must we 
sacrifice so our monies can again be 
used to fund projects of less importance'’
